But All Declare That Victoria Can 
He Made With Absolute 
Safety. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

\'aacouver, Mureh 13.— The published 
remarks of Vice-President Ward of the 
liritish ('oluml)ia Hoard of Trade at a 
rec.enl lueeling ol' that body, has caused 
much comment in pilotage circles in Van- 
couver, and the ttrguiaeuts advanced 
against optional pilotage by those directly 
interested are very numerous. 

Capl. Iiittershunks, senior pilot of the 
port, e.\i).X'ssed himself brielly btll eni- 
phutically. IIi- saiii in ofl'ect that 
optional pilotage meant a inucli higher 
rale of insurance anil an inelllcient ser- 
vice. Al present the four Vancouver 
pilots were not nial;ing a living, but 
imped to even things when tlie Hastings 
inills were running and lumber ship.s wore 
more pleiitil'iil. With optioiuil pilotage 
those at present in the business would 
have to retiie. It was for the public 
to judge whether they were elllcieiit or 
otherwise-. lie reckoned that with op- 
tional pilotage DO per cent, of the foreign 
vessels would do without pilots at the 
\'ictoriii L'nil, and perhaps as many at 
this end. Capl. ICtterslianks then went 
e.vtensively into the pilolugo rates to all 
ports, uuU stated that a long list of 
charges from all ports of the world 
showed thut the British Columbia 
cliarges were actually the lowest. He 
ailvauccd otiier retisona for compulsory 
pilotage, but reiiuested that aa he was 
tlirectly interested any further statements 
bo not published. 

I'ilot Jones, who has been 13 years on 
the coast as pilot, and never scratched a 
plunk or plate in the GiJf waters, also 
nmde a more complete oxplaimtinn of the 
situation, but only permitted the follow- 
ing general remarks to be (Hioteil: " We 
are sufforiug now from high insurance 
as the- result of numerous accidents in 
liritish (^ulutnbiu waters before the pres- 
ent cllk'ient pilotage system came into 
force. There are many dangerous points 
iilong the route, where the rocks are 
oltener scrapeti by boats than most 
people inuigine. Without elllcient i)ilots 
accidents would be numerous in these 
waters. The rates are so extremely low- 
in liritish Columbia that there should be 
no reasonable objection made to coininil- 
sory pilotage. The numerous accidents 
occtirring to Klondike boats are cited 
as the result of optional or inelllcient 
pilotage. 

I'ilot .lohnson said he believed that 
\'icloria was li'ss in need of compulsory 
pilotage than \'ancoiiver. Me thought, 
howevi'f, that it wotlUl be a long time 
yet liefDre any ohjeetioil to compnlsoo 
piioluge would be seriously considered 
liy tin- governnu'iil, if at all, and before 
that time evi^ry i)ilot ami every commis- 
sioner, besides other authorities in liril- 
isli Columbia on marine matters, would 
be asked by the government for every 
argnineiit that could be advanced. The 
piil)li<' do nut seem to realize lhat there 
is Imt nine miles of compulsory pilotage 
;:l ."^l.."}!) a fool and 7.") miles of optiomil 
pilotage at .^1 a draught foot. That 
nini' miles is through dangerous waters. 

On the Sound, where there is optional 
pilotage, little skill in navigation is re- 
(luireii, and these ports cannot or should 
not be <?oini.>"red with British Columbiii 
ports. In Sun Francisco the compulsory 
charges are about four thucs as high as 
in British Columbia. 

Pilot Itobertsou was on outside duty, 
ami tliercforo his views could not be ob- 
tained. 

.Mr. Johnson, of the pilot board, said 
liis views were well known. He was 
very strongly against optional pilotage, 
for" many good and sulllcit-nt reasons. 
In fact, he could see liltle in favor of 
optional pilotage. ' If ^li: Ward htid 
bieu in the business as long as he had. 
lie would not have made so rash stat)-- 
inenis. He (|iiestioned the accuracy (if 
Ward's statements respecting the 
cost of pilotage to lumber ships. 

I'ilot (."otnmissioner Frank Hurnett 
(incst iiini'd ilr. Ward's public utterance 
on the iniestiou of optional pilotage as 
ininlril In the Colonist. He said he v.as 
nut interested in Victoria at all, and 
could not speak on the (iiiestion as alTect- 
ing sliiiiping lo that |)ort, but the change 
i'.dvoeated would cause the charterers to 
pocUel a large proiiortion of the few 
iliousjind dollars now spent by the four 
\'aneouver i)ilots in Vancouver, for they 
wonkl secur<' clia.rters cheaper than if 
pilotage were compulsory, ami make the 
difference. There would be four families 
less in Vancouver. .\s to comparing 
Sound ports with \'ancouver, it is ridi- 
culous. Those iiorts i)ractically open 
((."ontliuied on I'age 2.) 



W. F. IIACLEAN HURT.

Toronto, March 13.— (Special)— ilr. W. 
F. Maclean, M. P., proprietor of the 
World newspaper, met with a seriotis 
accident near Woodbine last nighti as a 
result of a collision with a street car. 
Ho sustained a broken leg and a severe 
nhiiking up. Ho was going west aloug 
Queoit street about 5 o'clock, riding a 
nervous horse, and as the street ctir 
came along had great dillieulty in manag- 
iug the animal. .Tust as the ear was 
about to pass, the terrified horse threw 
himself and his rider in front of it. One 
of Mr. Mac-lean's logs was broken mid- 
way above the knee, and the horse's 
spine was injured so much that he had to 
be shot shortly afterwards. Mr. Mao- 
lean will be confined to the house for 
seme weeks.

Alberni's day has come al lust, this 
camp of so much promise liaving yester- 
day revealed a deposit of glittering ore 
so rich as to be beyond the moat sanguine 
expectations of even the men who have 
been most confident that exceptional 
wealth lay hidden there. 

The strike, which meaua miUioiis to 
the owner, was made on a claiia oa 
Granite creek owned by q man already a 
millionaire, this fortunate indiyidunl 
being " Patsy " Clark of Spokaue, well- 
known for the magnitude and success of 
his operations in the minhag camps uC 
the West. 

Only a few- w-eeks ago his ugeuta 
bought the property, then merely a pros- 
pect of more than average promise, from . 
two prospectors named "Wilaon and 
White. A fe-w thousands was the mod- • 
est purchase price, cheerfully paid in the , 
faith that there was a likelihood of strik- 
ing on this claim a considerable btnly of 
ore appearing not vei-y far distant whiuh 
had shown ou assay value of upwards oC 
.'jSO.OOO to the ton. 

An estimate of the value of yesterday'* 
strike is not ventured, as the figures 
would probably seem beyond credence. 
But Mr. Short, the owuer's representa- 
tive, is on his -way out with some of -the' 
ore, which Is described by our Albenil 
correspondent as " bo rich that it^ is,, 
about the pure stuff itself." Mr. Short,- 
is to consult his principals, but feels safo ' 
in saying that in view of the report lie 
can make to them, a large force of in^-;.

There is no doubt substantial basis for 
the confident expectations at these lentei-- • 
prising citizens, who have staked muclt 
on their faith in the productiveness of 
-Vlberni, but however their individual in- 
terests may be affected, it i.s certain that 
the city as a whole will profit largely 
from the outcome of yesterday's discov- 
ery. A mine so rich, in the hands of 
operators of the wealth and experience 
of !Mr. (/lurk and his associates, meanK- 
much to the bas(' of supplies— which Vie- 
toria undoubtedly is to the mines of 
Alberni. - 

The residents of Albeml already had 
had their spirits raised by an importJUit 
discovery, which in view of the niorc' 
exciting tinil, seems almost too modest 
to mention. About a week ago the 
miners at Hayes' Camp struck a 14-foot 
ledge in the lower tunnel, and on Satur- 
day last in tunnel No. 2 they struck tlie 
iiiotlii-r lode, which they did not expect: 
lo find for anotiu-r niontb- It ia re- 
ported as genuine peacock ore.

Kow Commission Will Look 
Panama and. Bepott on 
Both itioates. 
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' Waahiiigton, March 12.— Some of the 

niembcra of the aonato now in the city 
take c-icoption to tlie utatouiont ot lleprc- 
acuiiitive Caanou, published Saturday 
concerning the defeat of tbe recommend n- 
tion of the President in regard to the 
NiciiruKua canal. Tlie statement to 
■which the senators malce particular ob- 
jection is this one: 

"If the senate bill or any measm-e 
l)roposcd had been enacted, the United 
States would hiivo paid !f5,000,000 for a 
worthless corcossion. and would have 
been committed by the law to the con- 
stnictioii of a canal alon;,' the Nicar- 
agua route, and under such conditions it 
Tvould have been compelled, before mov- 
ing II spadeful of earth or in any way 
bcKiniiinp: the actual constriU!t:ion, to 
have acquired by treaty of NicaraKua and 
Costa llica the territory wliorcoii to coii- 
stract a canal, and the right to coDBtnict 
it. Such legislation would have cmbnr- 
Tassed and delayed construction of an 
isthmian canal." 

Referring to this statement to-night. 
Senator Frye, chairman of the committee 
of the senate which inserted the Nicar- 
Bgue amendment in the river and harbor 
bill, said: 

" The statement of Mr. Cannon to the 
effect thnt the United States would have 
paid $5,000,000 for a wortliless conces- 
sion if either the senate bill or any meas- 
ure proposed had been enacted is incor- 
rect 

" The senate canal bill provideil for 
the appointment by the President of 
iiiypraiscrs to value any property pur- 
chased, and the amount to be paid for 
any such property was limited to .$5,000,- 
000. If it were assumed that the ap 
praisers would pay ?5. 000.000 tor some 
worthless things and the President would 
have approved such action, then Mr. 
Cannon's statement miprht be correct. 
Hut neither Mr. Cannon nor any one 
else assumes that such a thin;,' woiild 
have been possible. Now, na to the 
canal amendment inserted in tlie river 
,irid harbor bill, not a word was said 
about the payment of ,?5.OOO,OO0 for any 
purpose. Tlmt amendment authorized 
the President, for and In behalf of the 
United States, to acquire such jjortion of 
territory now belouKins to Costa Kica 
and Nicaragua, or such rights, easements, 
or privileges therein or connected tliere- 
with, as may be necessary to excavate, 
con.struct, control and defend a canal, 
and so on. There is nothing in the pro- 
vision requiring the payment of .?5,000,- 
000 or 5 cents. Nor is there anything 
in tliat provision re(iuiring any treaty to 
be negotiated with Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica to secure territory. The President 
was authorized to secure it if he could, 
and the money was appropriated to pay 
for it. I do not and did not interpret 
that amendment as authorizing the 
President to acquire the concession or 
property of any corporation, as I do not 
believe such conccssious are worth any- 
thing. But if it did authorize him to 
4o so, it is not true that the Uuited 
States would have paid $5,000,000 for a 
worthless concession until we are to 
assume that the President of tbe United 
States would be a party to it. I do not 
thinic anybody will assume that Now. 
the only other proposed measure was the 
house bill, or the one reported to the 
house by Mr. Hepburn. That bill did 
not authorize the payment of a cent for 
any concession held by any corporation. 
Ucnce I ilo not see what could have 
misled Mr. Cannon into making such a 
statement, unless it was the fact that, 
hot being a member of any of the com- 
mittees having this matter in charge, he 
was misled. 

"1 see that in anotlier jiart of his 
Mtatonient he says that ' the United 
Slates cannot afCort to enter u|)ou this 
great work until it has accinired by a 
treaty a zone of territory whereon to 
(•onsl rncl. ii ciuial.' llohling that view. I 
do not si-e liow ho could ol)jei:t, as lie 
does in armfher part of his st.-itemeiit, to 
measures wiiich he says would have cdin- 
pelled the United St.-ites, before any work 
could be done on the canal, to ' have 
acquired by treaty from Nicaragua and 
Costa Ricn the territorj' whereon to con- 
struct a canal iind the right to construct 
it.' 

" The fact is that a good deal was left 
in the senate bill and in the senate 
amendments to the river an<l harbor bill, 
as far as this subject is coiicerneil, to the 
discivtion of the President. Nothing 
could be done excepting with his ap- 
proval, and he ivas not, requireil to pay 
out aiiylliing, hilt was nier(}ly authorized 
to do it. Neitlier did Ihe seiial(> amend- 
iiienl to the river and liarl)or hill eoininii 
the _ President to the .Nicaragua rouie. 
'1 be .S|)(K)ii('r aniendmeul , which was 
ado|)led, specially i)rovide<l that if Ihe 
Prcsideiil was unable to make siilisl'ae- 
tory a rni ii'.'einent s ovit the Ni(-ii riigiia 
roule (hat he ciinlil negotiate for I'oiitrnI 
of or righl lii cDristrncl ' so/iii' oilier canal 
couiii-ctiug Die I'acilic ;iud Allaiilic 
ocea US.' '' 

Asked what .ai-tion be I hough: the 
I'rcsideiil wuiihl lake under the pi-ovisiiui 
finally ailopieil bv cou^'ress, .Sciialor 
Fi-ye replied: 

" I think lhal lie will add two menibci-s 
to the Walker commission, and that he 
will direct them to proceed at once to 
Panama and inspect the canal there and 
rci>ort on that route. By the time that 
is done tlie Walker commi.ssion will have 
been able to complete its report in reganl 
to the Nicaragua route. In my opinion 
that report will give everything needed in 
the way of information as to the Nicai> 
agua route, and there will be no neces- 
sity for acquiring any more information 
concerning that route."

In 
Vancouver at .'?2.uO a foot it costs .^02.50, 
and this including the 75 miles of op- 
tioual pilotage. l''or safety of passengers 
and as a protection to consigners, we put 
pilots on all our boats, in every part of 
the world, as soon as pilots are available. 
Hound for Portland, the Astoria pilotage 
on the Athenian was ,^212.50, plus tuu- 
nage tax, .fOT.tiO; total, .'jiiUO.lO. Astoria 
bar pilotage is .'?5 per foot each way, and 
2 cents per Ion. Columbia river pilotage 
is |)i'r fool each way and ^'.1 

per net Ion. I would not. com- 
pare the Siuiiid ports, as lo all intents 
anil purposes they are ea the open sea. 
British Columliia pilotage is vi!ry low- 
as comparoil with all parts of the world, 
and the staff in Victoria, Vancouver and 
Nanainio are able, experienced and very 
ellleient mea— no bettor oa tbe Pacilic or 
.\tlantic seaboard." 

It was repovled to-day tlial strong re]inv 
-seutiitioiis were being made to the Ot- 
tawa goveniineut. endorsed by shipping 
men here, against making pilotage op- 
tional, and that the pilots have sent a 
memorial to the government endorsed by 
the C. P. 11., urging that any rcproseuta- 
tious to do away with compulsory pilot- 
age at British Columbia ports be not 
considered, as insurance rates would go 
up, efllclent pilots could not be secured, 
and accidents would be numerous.

the lirst things to be done is to try and 
secure freight rates from the C. P. K. 
to Crow's Nest Pass and other points, as 
favorable as those from Winnipeg, '"'i'lie 
association will do great good here, 
where wholesale houses have been injur- 
ing tradi^ by constantly bickering among 
themselves," said another wholesaler.

Just ns his friends 'oegau lo think tJiat 
he was recovering his health and that 
with the coming of the fine weather he 
would be his old self again, death yester- 
ilay claimed George Byrnes, than whom 
there was no more popular resident of 
British Columbia. For a year past Mr. 
Byrnes had at times been a very sick 
man, tlie public first noticing it when at 
a public meeting in the City hall early 
last year he rose to address the audience 
but had to desist on account of a heart 
trouble from which he suffered. All last 
summer his illness continued at inter- 
vals and at the beginning of the present 
year it became so bad that he had to ri^ 
"main in the bouse the greater portion of 
ihe time- Last week, however, he was 
so much better that he was able to come 
down town and for tioveral days was 
around receiving the coiigratulatinns of 
bis iiiaiiv friends on his splendid ap- 
pearance," he seemingly being in good 
health. Even yesterday afternoon he 
was on the street in front of his home 
talking in his usual jovial manner and 
walked down as far as the Union Club, 
llcie he suffered from one of the fault- 
ing spells to which he had been subject 
and being taken home expired before 
medical assistance could reach bun. the 
attack which caused death was not near- 
ly as severe ns the many he had suf- 
fered but which nis strong constitution 
bad enabled him to survive. 

Of George Bvrues his friends will sny 
it would be hard to exaggerate his good 
qualities, lie was a man who knew how 
to make friends and how to keep tbciu, 
in fact it was hard to know him aad not 
become attached to him. Oenerons to :i 
fault perhaps there was no one in need 
to whom he would say nay, even when 
he could ill afford to put his band in his 
pocket to help them. Then again be was 
always the same, a faculty which would 
have made him successful in any walk of 
life. It was with a cheerful smile, ii 
friendly handshake or kind sympathy 
be met his friends and lo friend or 
stranger alike he was always willing to 
impart the iufornialion of which he bad 
such a slore. He was in many resiiccts 
considered one of the best posted men in 
the city, and a great deal of confidence 
was pl.'iccd in his judgment, particularly 
bv the investing iiublic. 

It was in ISdd that he first landed in 
Victoria, after an experience which sel- 
dom falls to man and wiiich he is able 
to escape from. Coming from Austrahn 
in a sailing ship, which vessels at that 
time were carrving immense crowds from 
Ihe southern colony to British Columbin, 
he was shipwrecked off the coast of 
California and lost everything he pos- 
sessed, besides the friends that he had 
made on the voyage. The ship was com- 
pletely wrecked and with the exception 
of two or three members of the crew 
Mr. Bvrncs was the only one saved. It 
was not without n struggle, however, 
he having to fight the panic stricken 
sailors to retain possession of a life buoy 
which he had picked up in the water. 
The dav after the wreck he was picked 
1111 on the beach just south of San b'rnn- 
eisco unconscious. A healthy strong 
young man, trained on the sliceii and 
cattle ranges of Australia . ho pulled 
through the illness which followed his 
Mi-'ht for life in the waters of Ihe Pa- 
i-ilic and WHS soon able to contiuue to 
\'ictoria to iniii his mother and sister 
who had prec-ded him. The life buoy to 
whicli he owed his life is still in the 
IKissessicm of his family. 

Soon after his arrival in Victoria Mr. 
Bvrnes proceeded to Cariboo, arriving 
there in ISO". As he did in this city in 
after years the then young .-Viisl raliiin 
took ii' foremost part in tbe life of the 
big mining camp and was looked up to, 
r(>sticetcd and trusted by minors and 
business men- .-Vlways enterprising and 
pusbing he socuri'd a number of good 
properties which he had sulUciiMit faith 
in to thoroughly ilcvelop. In IST-l the 
govonimeiit of Ihe day showed their con- 
lidence in him liy apjioiuting him sheriff, 
which at that fiiii(> carried with it many 
responsibilities. He continued in tlint 
position for close on twelve years wlien 
he removed to Victoria and eiigaced in 
the auction and commission business. 
When Vancouver was in its infiiney Mr. 
Byrnes purcbaseil a considerable nnionnt 
of" property in what is now one of tbe 
principal sections of the town, and 
which a couiile of years ago became very 
valuable. He was also largely inter- 
ested in N'ictoria realty and besides had 
invested in other undertakings, Having 
great confidence in the future of the 
lirovince he did his share towards devel- 
o])ing the resources and advancing its 
interests in every way. As a gentleman 
remarked last evening, "He wob one of 
those citizens, whom the province and 
cily could ill spare." 

It was not all business, however, with 
Mr. Byrnes. Ho found time in his busy 
life to forward movements for the com- 
fort of those loss fortunate than he. -Ml 
(dniritnhle institutions found a staiincli 
supporter in him. even if he did take 
a more bvelv interest in the Prnviiinial 
Poyal Jubilee hospital, of Ihe linanl of 
dircclors of which bo bad long been a 
ii'embcr. .\s lo bis )iersoiial acts of 
cbar'ly few knew of the extent lo which 
he went, se.llice to say nobody who asked 
left slill wauling. 

Tlii'n. tro. he was an ardent supiiortcr 
of legitimate sport, and few llicre -ivere 
who weie better judges of hnrse llesli 
than be. Time and time again be en- 
deavored to revive the interest in the 
"s|)ort of kings" in Ibis city, oven going 
so far as to send to Anslrali;i for a 
string of horses lo [irovide good sport 
at the Driving park. Of the Jumps Bay 
.Vtiiletic ^Sssociat'oii he was also an ac- 
tive member, having for a niiiiilier of 
years past been on tlic boa.rd of manage- 
ment and vice-president of the ussoeia- 
lion, and on Ihe chib's field days he al- 
ways bore his share of Ihe ^vorl;. so rc- 
([uisite to the success of all sjiorts. 

Mr. Byrnes ivas born in Australia just 
."lO years ago. liefore coni'ug to British 
Columbia be was engag,'d in the station- 
ery business and afterwards in cattle 
raising in the southern colony, coming 
here to jcdu bis mother, whose hiisbimd — 
Mr. Byrn'.'s' slep-fatlier— was the pro- 
prietor of tlie Bee Hive and nftewards 
the St. Niciiolas hotels, when they wore 
the chief hotels of the city. A widow 
and a step-daughter survive him.',

Opinions in Yaniioutli differ as to the 
lloaling of tlie sliiii. The chances are 
favorable if the weather coutiniios mod- 
erate. The work of discharging the 
cargo roiniaences l,)-niorrow. A large 
nuiiilier of sheep in the forward holds 
have been loiitui drowned, and the swell- 
ing of grain has thrown up the dining 
saloon lieck. 

Halifax, .March I.",.— The Casliliaii is

hnndred sheep have been drowned in llie 
holds, 

Theio is no hope whatever ot saving 
the ship although a groat deal of her 
cargo may be secured. Captain Bar- 
rett and all his olllcers and men have 
left tbe steamer. A strong gale during 
the night helped the work which was 
hegua when the GastHtan struck the 
ledge. A number of steamers, tugs nnd 
sii'liiig vessels are at the wreck picking 
up what cargo they can. 

Toronto, March 13.— The cargo of (he 
M iecked steamer Castilian was intended 
for the Easier market in England. It 
consisted of gniiu, eggs, bacon nnd Can- 
ad'an produce generally, said to be the 
liiiest stock of its kind which ever left 
Cai,adii. Many western firms are inter- 
ested. The cargo was insured in various 
companies. 

.Montreal, March ir^.— It is thought the 
acidilent to the Castilian was due to the 
compass, as In new vessels there is al- 
ways Konie flilllciilty with the compasses. 
The Cast'linii'a were tested at Glasgow 
.■nid at Liveri>nol before leaving for this 
side, but it is thouiht that the land may 
have influenced the compassrs so tliey 
showed the Castilian to be on her cnurso, 
wh'lo as a mutter of fact she was a 
number of niiiea out. There are a good

The Mayor replied tlint the present en- 
gineer had not yet liad time to inspect 
the bridge, although be had received in- 
structions BO to do. The estimate of the 
life of tl»e bridge had. It would be remem- 
bered, been made nine months ago, by the 
then engineer, Mr. Wllmot. 

Aid. Humphrey contended that Mr. 
Cousins shovld have examined tbe bridge 
before Its closing waa orderor. It ap- 
peared strange to him that the Mayor bad 
said nothing of his contemplated closing 
of the bridge nt the last meeting of the 
council, when the report ot the engineer 
was asked for by resolution. 

Ills Worship Interjected that the matter 
had slipped his mind at the time. 

Contlnulns, Alil. Humphrey said that 
ho was quite ngreed with Mr. Wilmofs 
action, but did not think any engineer 
could estlmnte the life of a bridge to a day, 
eight or nine months ahead. 

The Mayor corrected the alderman. The 
bridge had not been ordered closed. He 
had simply taken the action whhdi seemed 
to him Imperative, to relieve the city 
of rcsiransiblilty In the event of mishap to 
the bridge through the operation of tram 
cars over it.

A MINT. 

Tbc Uontn-nl (lazette is very much 
opposed to the estublishmeut of a mint 
in Canada. It thinks such an institution 
would disturb our present system of cur- 
rency. Wo are not at all impresswl with 
the Ga.v^tto's views. It is unite true 
that the mint stamp adds nothing to the 
value of gold, but it is a certificate to all 
the world that a piece of gold is of a 
cert.ain value. A minor ha.s a mrk of 
gold- It i.s worth a certain sum aiul no 
iH(Mf , hut he may not bo able to get the 
full vaJue of it. He will always by 
choit.* take it to the market where ho 
will get the nearest to its actual value. 
The Gazette may be able to prove that 
he will get just as much from it iit a 
bank as at a mint, but the miner will 
seek the mint, if there is one within 
reach. Last year an immense amount 
of Canadian gold was taken to the 
United States government assay ollice at 
Seattle, because it could bo disposed of 
there at mint prices. While it is per- 
fectly true that an ounce of gold is worth 
just as much without the mint stamp as 
with it, if it must pass through n number 
of hands before it gets the mint stamp, 
each person handling it will waut some- 
thing, however small, for his trouble, and 
the miner will have to pay it. Probably 
if we Coined gold in Canada, no vi'ry 
large proportion of it would be in actual 
circulation, and we do not know that 
any one wants a gold currency. Most: of 
the gold coin would doubtless Uojv out 
of the country, but we would benefit by 
(he fact that the fjidd was brought here 
to be coined. We are unable to join 
with the Gazette in hoping that the gov- 
utTiment will be tirra in resisting the de- 
mand for a miut, but on the contrary 
would be glad to see the initiatory steps 
taken at the coming session towards the 
Cfitablishmcnt of one. 



CANADA'S GOLD PRODUCT. 

According to the last report of the 
Director of the (ieologieal Survey, Can 
ada. has taken the fifth place among 
gold-producing countries. The product 
of 1898 is put at $13,700,000, of which 
$10,000,000 is credited to the Yid;on. We 
think the ostiu\ale i.s rather under than 
over the actual amount. The best iiii 
thoiities do not accept $10,000,000 as the 
limit of last ycai's yu-ld of Klondike and 
it is well known that inueh gold is pro- 
duced in British Columbia that is never 
reported. Naturally the Director of tlic 
Geological Survey would prefer to fii^e 
figures that could not be (luestionwl, 
oven though ho may nave had good rea- 
son to believe Hint a larger value might 
l"> fairly state. I. 

Tlie gold pi-oiluci of JSD.S is likely lo 
show considerable advance upiui that nf 
last year, which was $7,073,000 over the 
previous year. Klondike may be ex- 
pected to rrodui'c IIS high ns $15,(100,- 
000; Atlin will come to (he front with 
a considerable amount, the mines of 
ICootcnay will increase their output, nntl 
those of Omineca will maico a more for- 
midable showing. There is rrasmi to 
hope that the value of the onti)Ul of ISili) 
will reach $20,000,000, and that there 
tnay be a steady increase for some years 
to come.

Oannda during the last thirteen years 
are interesting. They are as follows:

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TIip year 1801 was the beginning of 
the new era in the history; of Canadian 
gold mining.

AN AG USEABLE PROSPECT. j 

A v.-ritor in the New York Herald 
foretells a great flood. He does not fix 
a date, but says it way occur at any mo- 
ment. The flood is (o l>o no small local 
affair, but is to obliterate every vestige 
of our present civiliziLtiou. It is not 
necessary (o reproduce his whole argu- 
ment here, but the principal features of 
it may he given.' 

At the South Pole there is a great 
ice-cap. EIow big it is no one knows, 
but the writer in question accepts its 
area at 3,000,000 square miles, which is 
perhaps not very far astray, and guesses 
that it is from, twelve to twenty miles 
thick in the centre, tapering to half a 
mile at the edge. Supi>osing the aver- 
age thickness to be eight miles, we have 
a mass of 24,000,000 cubic miiea of ice, 
and this every one vn\l concede is a 
tolerable large (luantity. Piled up on 
Vancouver Island, it would loom 1,.')00 
miles iu the air. The existence of this 
ice at the South Pole is the cause of the 
presence of so much water in the south- 
em heudspliere, by rea.son of tbo 
disphicenu'Ut thereby of the centre 
of gravity to thi.' globe. The accumu- 
latiou of ice has been gotag on for no 
one knows how many centuries. Snow 
falls during the greater part of tlu' year 
in the Antarctic zone, and as it never 
melts, so far as is known, there has 
been .-i gradual piling up of ici' there. 
The result of this has been that the 
water has beeu drained oCE from the 
northern hemiijphere, because, as the 
centre of gravity moves, any moveable 
part of the earth's surface must niiiv(i 
correspondingly, and the moveable i)art 
being water, there has been a vast piling 
up of old ocean at the south. Tlie depth 
of water iu the southern hemisphere, as 
conipared with that in the northern 
hemisphere, supports this view. All 
northeru seas axe comparatively shallow, 
although iS'anson found the water in the 
northernmost part of his journey deeper 
than was expected. Nevertheless there 
is nothing in the north comparable to 
"seven miles and no bottom" aa has been 
reported from the south. Furthermore 
it is interesting to know tliat some as- 
tronomers contend that the shadow of 
the earth shows it to be larger at the 
south than at the north, that is to be 
somewhat pear-sluiped. 

Our deluge prophet from these data, 
and from some others regarding the in 
creased number of ice-bergs in southern 
latitudes, concludes that (lie sontliern 
ice-cap is about to break up, imd ho 
claims that when it breaks up, the cen- 
tre of gravity will be re-adjusted, which 
will send the accumulated waters flow- 
ing northward, and there is sutilcieuL of 
them to submerge all the inhabitable 
parts of Uie continents. It is doubtless 
(Hiite possible, however improbable it 
may be. that at any day a mass of tiio 
great icecap, say a fragment as big as 
British Columbia, nuiy tumble from its 
moorings into the sea, and if it slnnilil. a 
tidal wave would roll northward, that 
would submerge every city on the sea 
coast. This would be only a temporary 
affair, just like a wave caused by throw- 
ing a stone into water. AVhat the New 
York writei- contemplates is something 
on a uiucli bigger scale. He supposes 
that this whole 24,000,000 cubic miles of 
ice will break into fragments, and thus 
ponnnnently alter Ihe^i'Vol of the orean, 
not by reason of the displacement of 
water, for this spread over the whole 
snrftico would bo inconsidorable, but 
by causing the whole ocean to move so as 
to conform in its position to the new 
centre of gravity, lie says evidence 
exists that tin- breaking up process is 
now in pi'');,'ress. 

I'liri liiiately fur the value of real estate 
v.-illiiii i-oaeli 111" the fonlieuiuing (lelu,L:c, 
the proi)licl leav<'s out of his calenlations 
one interesting yet not uniinporlaiit fact, 
nnnudy, that the breaking up of the 
southern ice-cap would not disturb the 
world's centre of gravity. The ice 
broken \ip would weigh quite as much as 
it does now, so that unless some eonnier- 
balancing weiglit could bo added to the 
North Pole, the weight would remain 
where it now is. Nevertheless the ques- 
tion opened up by the article referred to 
is one of great interest, for we all must 
desire to learn as much as possible of the 
couditions prevailing all over the world. 
It was in 184(i that the great ice barrier 
on the west ciiasl of ({reenlaml gave 
way, n.nil it" there are siu'iis lli;it the 
,1,'ieal southern barrier is breaking np, the 
inlerenee is that the world is growing 
waruu'r. Ami this recaihs the theory, 
which finds acceptance with mauy well- 
informed people, (hat we are yet living 
in the ice age. .-ind that the earth is aii- 
|.ro,'\ehiiig a [lei'ioil in its hi.storj, when 
an (Hiuitable cliniate will prevail ami the 
conditions of life %vill be much more 
favorable than they are at present. In 
other words, just as th(.' story of the 
rariulise host may be a recullectiou uf 
the dclightfid era preceding the coming 
of the ice, so the hoped-for Paradise Ke- 
stored may be the beginning of a new era 
in the history of our planet, when, so 
faviu-ablo will be the conditions of life, 
(hat man will no longer have the incent- 
ive of sclf-pragervatlon to incite him to 
deeds of violence and wrong. 



The . l^c^ws^Advertiser ., co;uf esses to 
some surprise that Mr. Cotton has taken 
charge of the finance, public works, laud 
and agricultural departments. The sur- 
prise is not confined to Mr. Cotton's 
paper, but Is shared by the public gen- 
trally, and especially by that portion of 
the public supporting tlie administration, 
who persist in woudcring why no one 
could be found iu the ranks of the party 
to relieve Mr. Cotton of his four-fold 
burden. By the way, we note that in 
order to more fully bear the resiwnsibil- 
ily, Mr. Cotton has definitely liyphen- 
ated his name and now appears in his 
own paper as Mr. Carter-Cotton. Pre- 
sumably it is Mr. Carter who is finance 
minister and Mr, ^Ootton who has the 
other three branches of the public busi- 
ness in charge.

;igr(c'inent hetweiMi the .lapanese gov- 
ernnuMit and the l/nndon ca|iitali.'its will 
lie signed shortly. 

The .Slningliai Mercury learns I'rnin n 
trustworthy source that Xanking will 
lie .almost immediately declared an open 
port. .According (o the French treaty 
of 1S.">S Nanking is supposeil to "enjoy 
the same privileges as Canton, Shang- 
hai. Niiigpo and Foochow. With regard 
to Nanking, the French agents in China 
will not deliver ])asspor(s to thicr na- 
tionals for (ho city until the rebels have 
been expelled by the imperial troops.'' 
However. Nanking is not yet au open 
port, although specified as stich above, 
but its formal opening can doubtless be 
<;Inlnied at pleasure by the French gov- 
ernment. The city is mentioned as a 
(roaly por( in the revised Yangtjse regu- 
lations which arc to come into effect on 
the 1st of April next, so probably it is 
til become do facto an open port at that 
date. 

Ciiniil .Tohn Tliun of Austria, who ha.s 
iiiadi' .1 journev across Asia over the 
route of the Tran.s-Siberi.'i n railroad 
says that for 200 versts beyond Irkutsl; 
tlie journey was full of peril, and it re 
(|Uired lune days iiuil nights of hard 
travelling, sometimes ninunted, but 
greater part afoot, to cover the distance. 
A^■oI k upon this part of the road had 
well advaiicerl a year or so ago, hut an 
era of uninecpdenf ed stoi-ms afterwards 
set in, and embanknients and bridges to 
the value of aliout -l,.'!Ofl,nnn rubles were 
washed away. Tiie work of restoration 
was greatly intetrfered with by swarms 
of insects and other pests, which made 
it iuipossibh> for (he mini to work. Count 
Thuu says it is intensely cold all along 
the lines of the ro.'id. and for the most 
p.art a barren and utterly desolate eonu- 
Iry. A region abnut 200 versts in ex- 
tent in each direefion i:nrth of Man- 
churia, in Chnina, is undoubtedly f\dl of 
almost inexhaustible gohl fields, hut the 
extreme cold will not permit them to he 
worked for more than three numths in 
till" year. 'I'he rond will, he thinks, bo 
comiiieted in abou( two years, and will 
be valuable chiefly for tlie movement of j 
soldiers.

A dng .show lipeiis 
the work of a epib prominently bofore the 
IiuliUc. nnd such a sliow properly nianai;«'(I, 
witli keen competition, resulting In well 
tilled classes anil with an entlinslnstic and 
Interested crowd of spectators to fnrni.-ili 
n "gate" which will leave no deficit to be 
nuide np by the committee, wonld be a 
most desirable event In the metropolis 
tills Bummer, and would be the reward for 
the efTorts and exertions of the commit- 
tee expended In good and qnlct work during 
nil that time of tho year when there la no 
dog show.

Victoria as a residential city, abounding 
In pretty homes, where ore evidenced re 
lined taste and cultured comfort, may truly 
be sold to be sadly blind to the Incon- 
sistency of tolerating In such beautiful 
surroundings the presence of some cur of 
low degree, and the Kennel Club's efforts 
filionld be directed to educating onr people 
up to modern requirements In tho ninttor 
of the dogs ther keep. 

An exhibition of dogs of high Unonge and 
Incllspntablo podlgroo is intended to bo an 
enjoyniont for tho Increasing nmnbor of 
tho^i. who are proud of tho title of "dog 
fancier," wlillst for the commnnlty of dog 
owners generally sneh a show forms a class 
of Instruction wherein may be learned the 
difference between the Jaunty tykes In red 
jackets and the Scottish "die-hards," or 
between the sleek, disdainful pug nnd the 
"vermlnt" killing wlre-hnlr.

Tlio stoainer, the 
Oall says, was purchased iu tJic East 
and Rtarted for Sau Francisco via the 
Straits of Maaellau with a number of 
gold hunters, amoiiK whom were scvoriil 
women, lu U;o Straits of M:if,'c!l:in she 
ran on Bome rooks and the I'ulagouiaus 
came near making soup out of the men 
and slaTes out of the women. At a 
critical moment the vessel bu.>.koi! oil 
into deep water and the passengers es- 
caped. At Valparaiso the Ckiluinbia hud 
to so on the drydock for repairs, and 
when tlicse were made there was no 
money to pay for them, nie sleamer 
was libelled and held until money \v:is 
obtained from the lOast, and tlicn tlie 
voyage was resumed. Finally I'uset 
Sound was reached on the way to tiie 
Klondike, and there the party went to 
pie(■l■^^. 'L'lie skip recjuired more repairs, 
and nobody had any money to pay for 
tliem. Tlic passengers claimed they" had 
been defrauded and libelled the steamer 
for daniaKoa. Suit after suit was brought 
against the vessel until there was not 
a square inch from keelson to truck that 
.Bveutually the City of Columbia was 
E>ventually the iCty of Cohimbia was 
sold by the United States nuir.shal, and 
her new owners lixed her up ami put 
her in the Honolulu trade. She left So 
attle with a full cargo and a number of 
passengers, but niisforuuie w;rs in her 
wake. Captain and passengers did not 
.•vgrco, and the vessel reached Hawaii 
with some of the latter in irons. More 
libel suits followed, and for months the 
steamer was tied up in Houolulu. At 
last she got away, but broke down at 
sen. After being patched up she man 
aged to reneU Hilo, but .a Xcw hours 
later sank at her :uicborage. She was 
raised again and taken to Honolulu once 
more, where litigation brok(? out again. 
The crew had not been paid sinc« leav- 
ing Seattle, and mer<diauis wanted their 
money. Once more the City of Oolum 
bia was put up for sale, but owins,' to 
some mistake in the advertUement there 
were very few people present, and she 
was knocked down to Captain Kvans for 
.?l,r)0O. This was not near enough to 
pav the vessel's debts, and now the Ala 
meda brings the news that the Judge 
has rcfus<Hl to confirm the sale. A Chi 
nose firm made nflldavit that it was 
lirepare<l to pay $10,000 had its represen- 
tative arrived in time at the sale. Cap- 
fain Evans has carried the matter into 
the Supreme court of Hawaii, and ticre 
the City of Columbia's fate rests at 
pxeKcnt. 

•THE KDWARD O'BniEX WllECK

Cottage City arrived from the North 
with Oa passengers, all of whom, with 
few exceptions, have been railroad bands 
and residents of the coast towns.

J. J. Ohisholm, of Seattle, was the 
only passenger from Dawson. He ciainiB 
to have iiuule the trip out over the trail 
in seventeen days, of which time only 
lifleeu days were spent iu actual travel 
In company -wltii a man named E. L. 
Blank, who has already reached Seattle 
Chisholm says he left Dawson ou Feb 
ruary 11 and came out with a smart 
dog team jiassing several who had start 
ed before him- The only inc'ident liap 
peuing on llie journey was the freeziiii 
of an Old man whose naiui? he did nut 
ascertain about eight miles below Five 
Fingers. Tlio old man fell into a hole in 
Uie ice luid liiid both legs frozen to the 
knees. He was afterwards taken 
charge by the puliee and carried to Tag. 
ish where it was thought that both feet 
would have to be amputated. 

Sickness was diminishing in Dawson 
when Chisholm left, the Sisters' hospital 
the largest iustitutioii of its kind iu the 
city, having only -lo patients within its 
walls u]) Id the first of February and 
beiug ohligeJ to close down one ward 
through lack of patients. 

Chisholm says that many of the recent 
stampedes out of Dawson proved to be 
fizzles; in fact he can recall none but 
what wore. Two of these were to Smith 
creek, about (iO miles up the Klondike 
river, and to Goal creek in the Forty 
Mile district, the rush to the latter behig 
militated against by severe weather. Mr 
Chisholm believes tlie Kl Dorado will 
lead all other Streams of the Yukon ilii 
year In its . richness, although the bench 
claims oa Bonanza are turning out 
splendidly as also claims on Dominion 
and Hunker.

She was a wooden 
craft of probably 1,01)0 tons register and 
is understood to bo fully insured.

A BY-LAW. 

For Making Provision for the Coastructlon 
of Permanent Sidewalks la the BuslMesi 
Portions of tho City. 

WHEKEAS It Is expedient that perma- 
nent BidewalkB shonid be laid' In the ^^ual- 
ncss portions of the City. 

Therefore, the Mnnlcipel Gonncll.of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria, enacts 
us follows: 

1. The Council may, by resolution, de- 
termine from time to time to construct 
and lay permanent sidewalks of concrete, 
brick or such other material as may be 
approved by the Council, with granite 
or • concrete curbs, upon any streets or 
street, or portion of a street within the 
limits hereinafter mentioned, and not al- 
ready having any permanent sidewalk, and 
may specify what sidewalks It Is desirable 
to have so coustrueted, and whether Buch 
work or any portion of It shall be done 
by day labor or by contract, and If there 
shall be a concrete curb In front of the 
street or portion of a street where such 
sidewalk Is Intended to be constructed, the 
Council may direct that Buoh curb may 
form part of such sidewalk In place of a 
granite curb. 

2. On the pannage of every such resolu- 
tion, and after It shall have been entered 
lu tho minutes of the Council, a copy there- 
of shall be transmitted by the Clerk to 
tho City Engineer. 

.'t. On the receipt by the City Knglnecr 
of a copy of Kuch resolution. It shall be 
his duty to proceed at once to make an 
estimate of the expense or cost of such 
Idewalk, and to ascertain and determine 
what real property abuts upon the street 
or portion of a street where such side- 
walk Is to be coiistrncted, and will front 
on such Intended sidewalk and be Immedi- 
ately benefited hy the proposed Improve- 
ment, and the City Engineer shall ascertain 
and determine the cost of such sidewalk 
per foot frontage, and the proportion In 
which according to such frontage the as- 
scssnient is to bo made on the various 
IKuilonH of the reel property so hcucflted, 
and shall make a report of all such mat- 
to the Council, and shall therein state 
wliat real [iroperty will be Immediately 
lienclited by the proposed Imiirovement, 
and an estimate of the probable cost per 
foot frontage ot the proposed Improve- 
ments, and the amount , thereof which 
should he nssessed against the property 
Immediately benefited. 

4. The owner or owner.s of the real prop- 
erty mentioned In any such report abuttiiiK 
upon the side of the street or tjoctlou 
of tho street where such sldewalX Is In- 
tended to be constructed, and which real 
property will front on the said Intended 
sidewalk arc hereby assessed from the 
date of the adoption by the Council of 
such report, with a special rate equal to 
two-thirds of the expense, cost aad charges 
of constn-uctlng such sidewalk, as.asccrtatn- 
ed by the said rc|ioit and according to 
the frontage of sucli real property respec- 
tively, upon such sidewalk, and the other 
oae-third of such expense, cost a.id 
cliarfies, together with the whole of the 
cost in respect to street corners, shall be 
assumed by the Council as the Corpora 
tlon's share of the cost of such side- 
walk. 

f). The amounts so assessed shall l>e ns-
